NEW SESSION 

We got an early start this year. The state 
constitution provides that the General Court 
is to convene on the first Wednesday in 
January. This year the first Wednesday was 
New Year’s Day. 

David Bartley was elected to continue as 
Speaker and Frank Hatch as Minority 
Leader. 

There are 46 Republicans in the House this 
session, the lowest number in history, but this 
includes eight new members. Eight former 
incumbents chose not to run for re-election 
and six incumbents were defeated in 
November. So there are six fewer 
Republicans now than there were last 
session. 

The Democrats have bounced back over the 
years from 39 members in 1897 to 191 on 
opening day, 1975. But two members resigned 
shortly, one to become a clerk of court, 
another to become the Secretary of Ad¬ 
ministration of the new Administration. 

There are three independents in the new 
House of Representatives. 

Minority representation has increased. The 
number of Black members has grown from 
five to eight, the number of women from 10 to 
16. 


that it contained none of the specific 
proposals for curing the state’s ills that he 
had propounded during the campaign. So 
there remains a question as to the immediate 
priorities and direction of the new ad¬ 
ministration. 

The new Governor did, however, soon issue 
an executive order setting up a Judicial 
Nominating Commission of eleven members 
to come up with names of qualified judges 
and court clerks for him to appoint. This 
order would only have effect during his ad¬ 
ministration, but he plans to submit a con¬ 
stitutional amendment to make the com¬ 
mission permanent. 

While this would seem to make judicial 
selection less political, Dukakis has been 
criticized for simply taking' the power of 
appointment away from a popularly elected 
official, (himself) and putting it in the hands 
of appointed officials one more step removed 
from the democratic process. 

He has also made no secret of his im¬ 
patience to get rid of the Executive Council, 
which now must pass on all judicial ap¬ 
pointments. Pending their dissolution by his 
constitutional amendment he has removed 
them from the traditional Council offices next 
to his own office to quarters in the State 
House basement.

There are over 12,000 
legally blind persons in 
Massachusetts. In the 
Springfield area 1300 are 
registered with the Com¬ 
mission for the Blind. Of this 
number 550 are clients of the 
Massachusetts Association 
for the Blind, a United Way 
of Pioneer Valley agency. 

The agency was founded in 
1902, in Boston, to provide 
meaningful service for the 
adult blind of the state. The 
Springfield office opened in 
February 1968 and was 
supported for two years as a 
pilot project by the Com¬ 
munity Funds Advisory 
Council. 

“With a great deal of help 
from the community we 
were able to keep the office 
open until the United Way 
approved our funding ap¬ 
plication in December of 
1971”, Sister Jeanne Brault, 
S.P., supervisor of volun¬ 
teers said. 

The agency serves not only 
the legally blind but anyone 
with a visual handicap. The 
term “legally blind” means 


the blind person can see at 20 
feet what normal persons 
see at 200 feet. Sister Jeanne 
said, “Our philosophy is to 
integrate the blind with their 
sighted peers. The visually 
handicapped have the right 
to expect a life of dignity. A 
person is no less a person 
because he or she is blind. 
Our programs are designed 
to help the visually han¬ 
dicapped become as in¬ 
dependent as possible within 
the framework of his or her 
limitations.” 

MAB offers a qualitative 
service, fluid and in¬ 
novative, providing 
casework, volunteer and 
supportive services. The 
agency initiates new 
programs based on client’s 
requests. 

Sister Jeanne explained, 
“Many of our elderly clients 
were going to a low vision 
clinic in Boston. The trip was 
too long for them as well as 
difficult transportation wise. 
We therefore, worked with 
Mercy Hospital to establish 
such a service for 


Springfield.” 

Social work imput for the 
clinic is provided by Mrs. 
Joan Walker, MAB staff 
member. Mrs. Walker helps 
the client determine what 
kind of aid they need. This is 
interpreted to the physician 
who in turn finds the 
corrective lense. The 
requests vary from anxiety 
about keeping a job which 
requires sight for fine work 
or a desire to read the fine 
print in a newspaper. Often 
the lenses are either 
microscopic or telescopic 
and are not too fashionable 
looking and clients have 
difficulty adjusting to their 
usage. Mrs. Walker assists 
them in adapting to the aid. 

“Similar to the United 
Way itself, our agency 
depends on volunteers. 
Without them service to our 
clients would be greatly 
reduced,” Sister Jeanne 


A telephone tape service 
provides three minutes of 
information on fashion tips, 
shopping hints and television 
news. 

This year 62 new volun¬ 
teers were added and 
received a training session 
prior to being assigned a 
client. Sister Jeanne said, 
“We’re always looking for 
volunteers, especially 
drivers.” Volunteers gave 
over 5,000 hours of service in 
1974. 

Sister Jeanne, also blind, 
served on the consulting 
committee for the Touch and 
See Trail at Laughing Brook. 
MAB staff are members of 
the Inter-Agency Council of 
Springfield.

Eighth Place In Nation 


The management of 
Eastern States Exposition, 
West Springfield, has an¬ 
nounced that the September 
1974 Fair attendance has 
caused “The Big E” to take 
a giant step forward to the 
eighth position of the 
nation’s largest fairs.
